DEDDINGTON CHURCH BELLS 


It was at the PCC meeting in September 1984 when I first 
brought to light the problem we have with our church bells. 

I had already been in touch with Mr. Brian White of Appleton, 
for his views, as White's of Appleton aré the Bell Hangers 
who have always done the work for us at Deddington. (Brian's 
grandfather, Dick White, was the man who made, and fixed, 

the marvellous oak frames for us in 1928 which, may I add, 
will be good for several centuries yet). This was a real 
craftman's job and in real English oak = a very fine piece 

of work and well worth a visit to the tower to look at. 


Our problem is not with the frame, nor indeed with the 
tower, as this also is in very good condition, but it is 

in the actual working parts of the bells, as when the bells 
are rung they go completely over one way, and then back 
completely the other way, and so on. This is known as 
ringing full circle. 


The heaviest bell, which is knomas the Tenor bell, weighs 
just over 17-cwt., and so as they go up the scale, each 

bell becomes less heavy. In all, the 8 bells weigh approxin- 
ately 6 tons. When they are being rung, the thrust weight 
increases by 10 fold, which brings it to around 60 tons 
movement « 


The bells are hung in such a way, that the thrust of one will 
counter balance the other, so does not put the strain on 

the tower building. But nevertheless, the thrust weight of 
a moving bell, as it is rung full circle, is a tremendous 
strain on the bearings and fittings. It makes a wheel 
bearing on a normal motor car seem very small. 


As you can now imagine, it is very important for these 
bearings and fittings tc be kept up to a standard to avoid 

a most serious accident, and indeed, also to keep the bearings 
running properly to enable them to be rung at all, as I assure 
you, 17-cwts needs a lot of hard pulling if it is not running 
correctly. 


The problem has been discussed at a couple of PCC meetings but 
bearing in mind the extent of work to be done, and the expense 
involved, it was deCided to hold a special meeting to discuss 
this matter only. 


This was held on 2nd May, when the full Council met, and 

Mr. Ron Thorne, the Master of the Bell Ringers Guild, was 

also at hand to answer many of the questions that were asked. 
After a very open and frank discussion, it was agreed that 
although we had other estimates, and different suggestions, 
Mr. Brian White of White's of Appleton be asked to come to the 
next PCC meeting on 24rd May so that questions could be put to 
him as to the best way of tackling a very difficult and 
expensive job. We already have some money put by for this 
job, as it has not come as a complete surprise (although the 
cost has), as well you all know, any job of work these days 

is most expensive, and materials even worse. We shall 
therefore, in the near future, be looking for your full 
support, in donations, helping with the fund reising and, 
for the fit and able bodied, to give a helping hand with taking 


out the bells. etc.

“Sais brings this years total so far to 101 calls. 
New call out system: on 2lst May our new Firecat call out 
system came into operation, included in this system is a 
teleprinter which, when we get a call, gives as a complete 
print-out of where the fire is, what type of fire it is, map 
reference of the incident, and the telephone number where the 
call originated from, together with the time and date of the 
call. 
On ths day that the system came into operation we received 5 
fire calls, 2 on the old system and 4 on the new one. It is so 
much casier just to tear off the print-out than it was to 
pick up the direct-line phone and write all the details down 
by hand, it also enables us to get mobile quicker. We should 
now be able to get to Hempton or Clifton in 4 to 4 minutes and 
Barford, Duns Tew and North Aston in 5 minutes from the time 
we receive the call, which I think you will agree, is pretty 
uick.
